KINGSTON — Who kn ows what 
ev il dilemmas play on the min d of a 
tax assessor when he mu st v iew a 
property — with all its n ooks, cran ­ 
n ies, irregu larities an d other u n iqu e 
featu res — an d come u p with a "fair” 
v alu ation for tax pu rposes? 
The cou n ty compu ter kn ows. 
In fact, the programmers of the 
compu ter thin k they ’v e solv ed most 
of the age-old assessin g dilemmas — 
for ex ample, comparin g the v alu e oi 
a sin gle fireplace with that of two 
fireplaces on the same stack or on e 
that open s between two rooms — an d 
n ow hav e a way to in form the sorely 
con fu sed pu blic as well. 
Kin gston residen ts will fin d ou t for 
su re early n ex t y ear when they begin 
receiv in g description s of their own 


properties from the compu ter, part of 
a n ew state-en dorsed sy stem that will 
giv e the city its first total property 
rev alu ation in 22 y ears. 
For the first time, all property 
own ers will get lists of the featu res 
that hav e gon e in to their real estate 
v alu ation — from stan dard data like 
y ear of con stru ction an d gen eral con ­ 
dition to more specialized in forma­ 
tion like patio squ are footage, ty pe of 
wall facin g, setback measu remen ts 
an d comparison s with other n eighbor­ 
hood properties. 
An d the property own ers will hav e 
a chan ce to correct what they feel is 
wron g with the description s. 
Dozen s of featu res for each property 
will be fed in to the compu ter from 
in formation cards filled ou t by n eigh 
borhood can v assers, specially train ed 
in data collection by officials of the 


State Board of Equ alization an d As­ 
sessmen t an d by Jack G. Rey n olds, 
director of the cou n ty ’s Real Property 
Tax Serv ice Agen cy . 
Assessors — still the key men — 
will make certain difficu lt category 
decision s on the data, an d ev ery thin g 
will be fed in to the compu ter, which 
already will be stocked with stan dard 
data su pplied by the state an d with 
thou san ds of pieces of basic in forma­ 
tion abou t property in the cou n ty . 
Like an ex perien ced assessor, the 
compu ter will ju ggle all this com­ 
parativ e data arou n d an d come u p 
with a “ fair" v alu ation 
if the 
programmin g has been don e correct­ 
ly . 


State assessors, who hav e been 
workin g with IBM an d others for the 
past sev eral y ears to stan dardize an d 


u pdate property v alu ation techn i­ 
qu es, poin t to their pilot program in 
the Town of Ramapo in 197 4-7 5 as a 
"complete su ccess." 
Of 17,(KX) property cards u sed in 
Ramapo, on ly on e-sev en th were dis­ 
pu ted, mostly on min or poin ts. On 
the positiv e side, the state con clu ded 
that property own ers were v astly 
more in formed an d had a stron g 
feelin g that they n ow were pay in g a 
"fair share" of tax es. 
The theory behin d lair property 
tax ation is that v alu ation s of real 
estate mu st be measu red on the same 
y ardstick — a cu rren t an d "fair" 
market v alu e, sometimes kn own as 
1(X) per cen t v alu ation .

of time." 
Alderman Clifford Sin sabau gh, D- 
Ward 10, tou red the down state city ’s 
CD area last week “to fin d ou t ju st 
how they do it." Sin ce the in ception 
of CD in 197 5 , Newbu rgh has com­ 
pleted six major projects, in clu din g a 


waterfron t park an d the con stru ction 
of a library , they ’v e rehabilitated 5 8 
homes an d they ’re in the process of 
rehabilitatin g 38 more homes. 
Kin gston , mean while, has bu ilt a 
set of ten n is cou rts in the Ron dou t 
Garden area an d in stalled water 
tru n k lin es n ear Green kill Av en u e. 
" It’s u n real how mu ch they ’v e ac­ 
complished down there,” said Sin ­ 
sabau gh,” bu t I don ’t thin k they ’d be 
so far ahead of u s if it weren ’t for their 
u se of the 31*2 (loan ) program." 
Usin g that federal program, New­ 
bu rgh has been able to adv an ce 
homeown er loan s at an in terest rate 
of on ly three per cen t. Althou gh the 


loan s av erage abou t $8 ,000, loan s as 
high as $26 ,000 hav e been made. 
Kin gston is u sin g CD mon ey , abou t 
$6 0,000 in all, to adv an ce the loan s. 
In addition , Kin gston 's top loan is 
on ly $5 ,000. 
"When y ou look at the work that 
has to be don e in this city , y ou kn ow 
that $5 ,000 is n ot goin g to tou ch the 
tip of the iceberg on these homes," 
said Sin sabau gh. 
The alderman also said he qu es­ 
tion s whether Kin gston has been fill­ 
in g ou t its discretion ary loan applica­ 
tion properly . Both cities applied for

Arb itra to r's Decisio n Pro tested 
Yo nkers Po lice Sicko ut 
May Spread to Firemen 


Y O N K ER S (UPI) 
A sick 
ou t job action by police officers 
in Yonkers, the state's fou rth 
largest city , went into its sec­ 
ond d ay S atu rd ay with the 
possibility it cou ld spread to 
the city 's firefighters. 
The Yonkers police chief and 
other top officers took ov er 
patrol d u ty after patrolm en 
called in sick, apparently to 
protest an arbitrator's d ecision 
on wages. 
The head of the city 's Police 
Benev olent Association said 9 8 
per cent of the city ’s 400-man 
police force was ou t. 
City officials said there were 
no emergencies in the city and 
no need to call in state police. 
An arbitration award giv ing 
the police officers a $550 raise 
in each of two y ears, retro­ 
activ e to Ju ly 1, 19 7 5, was 
reported ly the cau se of the 
“blu e flu .” 
A sim ilar award is ex pected 
for city firefighters, possibly 
cau sing the "flu ” to spread . 
C ity M a n a g e r V inc e nt 
Castald o 
said 
the 
city 
of 
200,000 was “ well protected " 
d espite the job action and 
there was no need to call in 
state police. Howev er, he ap­ 
pealed for patrolm en to retu rn 
to work. 
PBA Presid ent A1 Portanov a 
said "blu e flu " had stru ck 49 
ou t of 53 patrolm en in the city 
d u ring the 8 a.m . to 4 p.m. 
shift, and one PBA m em ber 
said “the health of the fou r 
men on d u ty was failing last." 
The men "are ou t sick, w hat 
with the change in the weather 
and 
all," 
Portanov a 
said . 
"And , some are sick of hav ing 
their 
faces 
ru bbed 
in 
the 
m u d ." 
Asked who was d oing the 
ru bbing, the PBA head said . 
“The city m anager, who treats 
them like peons." 
Yonkers Fire Chief Richard 
Sm ith noted "there is sy m pa­ 
thy for the police among the 
(fire) 
men. 
T hat's 
becau se 
here has alway s been parity 


between the two d epartm ents, 
which m eans that the firemen 
will probably get the same pay 
raise which the police got." 
Thom as P. Fly nn, head of 
the 305 m em ber Local 6 28 , 
International 
Association 
of 
Firefighters, said he's try ing 
“shortcu t any wild cat job ac­ 
tion by firefighters. There's a 
strong feeling for some ty pe of 
action, either sanctioned or 
w ild cat. 
"W e d on’t think we cou ld 
head off any su ch action if we 
receiv e a wage package sim ilar 
to the one the police got," the 
u nion head said . 
"O u r m ain problem now is 
lack of police protection." he 
said . “ My men will not fight 
fires withou t police protection. 
The ty pe of neighborhood s we 
hav e 
fires 
in 
attract 
large 
crowd s of boisterou s y ou ths 
who often attack the firem en." 
There were no reports of 
major crim es or fires in the city 
since the sickou t started Fri­ 


d ay , accord ing to the police 
d epartm ent and Sm ith. 
The ou tbreak of "blu e flu " 
was first noticed abou t 7 :30 
p.m . Frid ay , when officers on 
the 4 p.m. to m id night shift 
began retu rning to police sta ­ 
tions say ing they were sick or 
inju red and that they were 
going to a d octor or a hospital.

The State Education Department staff 
was also asked to report by December on 
the desirability of lengthening winter 
breaks in New York schools, and shorten­ 
ing summer vacation, to save energy . 
Earlier, adverse public reaction prompted 
the board to table a similar proposal that 
would have taken effect this fall. 


Willard (« enrich and Dr. Kenneth Clark 
both voted against the delay in chartering 
the seminary for courses leading to a 
master of religious education degree. 
Clark noted that "as a public body , we 
must be careful not to make our dei ision 
based on our likes, dislikes, philosophies 
or points of view."

- It 
conjures up visions of a medi­ 
cine man selling tonic from the 
hack of a wagon, but those who 
believe in “ Buckatunna M in ­ 
eral” say it does everything 
from fattening chickens to pro­ 
ducing bumper crops. 
So far, though, there has 
been only scattered scientific 
research 
in 
an 
attempt 
to 
prove that Buckatunna M in ­ 
eral, a substance believed to 
be found only in two Mississip­ 
pi counties, does or does not do 
the things claimed. But the 
faithful refuse to be dissuaded 
The Anvil Mineral Mining 
Corp. in Bay Springs, Miss., 
has been selling a product 
made 
from 
the 
substance, 
which got its name from the 
nearby Buckatunna-Creek, for 
many years. Manny Kalish. 
president of the firm, says he 
has letters from farmers “ all 
over the country" attesting to 
the product’s usefulness. 


“ W hat it does is improve the 
health of the soil, increase the 
protein 
yield 
and 
produces 
larger crops,” Kalish said in a 


recent interview. "W e ’ve used 
it as a supplement to feed for 
cattle and we’ve fed it to 
chickens successfully." 
Kalish said after using the 
mineral in chicken feed, the 
poultry “ in an eight-week peri­ 
od gained between one-hall 
and one pound." 
Dr. Jam es Minyard. Missis­ 
sippi state chemist, said Buck­ 
atunna Mineral is very high in 
iron and sulfate and has a lot 


of trace minerals in it as well. 
“ I hesitate to put it down 
because I’ve never used it, 
Minyard said. “ It may have 
some had effects, it may have 
some harmful effects. It has 
available some trace minerals 
which, if you have some trace 
mineral 
deficiency 
in 
your 
land you could get some re­ 
sponse, so I don’t think their 
claims are unwarranted." 


The legend of Buckatunna 
Mineral says that about 75 
years ago there were some hogs 
that got away from a farm in 
Smith County, Miss., which 
along 
with 
Jasper 
County 
claims the only strains of the 


mineral. When the hogs were 
found, they were eating an 
outcropping of the clav-like 
mineral. Some weeks later an 
epidemic of cholera broke out, 
in the county, and the yarn 
says all of the hogs were af­ 
fected with the disease except 
those that had been eating 
Buckatunna Mineral. 
"E v e r since, the people have 
been feeding it to themselves 
and to livestock," Kalish said. 
Dr. Elbert Day. professor of 
poultry science at Mississippi 
State University, is conduct­ 
ing tests on the substance, but 
as yet 
has drawn no con­ 
clusions. 
“ W e ’ve heard some pretty 
far out things about it and 
thought it might be worth tes­ 
ting,” Day said. He said he is 
experimenting to see primarily 
if the mineral, when fed to 
chickens, 
will 
improve 
the 
quality and durability of egg 
shells. 
Minyard said residents of 
the two counties have been 
mining the clay, straining wa­ 
ter through it and drinking the 
water as "kind of an iron-earth 
tonic."

would smell as sweet, but is 
it as American as a marigold“1 
After years of mild con­ 
troversy. the stately rose and 
the hearty mangold are clear 
frontrunners in the race for 
national flower. 
Sen. 
Howard 
Baker, 
R- 
Tenn., ¡9 carrying the banner 
for the marigold in Congress 
Since 1971, R aker has been 
introducing 
resolutions 
— 
just as his father-in-law, E v ­ 
erett Dirksen of Illinois, did 
for 
four consecutive 
Con­ 
gresses — to give the 
marigold the national title. 
The United States is “ the 
only major free country in the 
world" without a national 
flower. Baker says. 
"I can think of nothing 
greater or more inspiring than 
a field of blooming marigolds 
tossing their heads in the sun­ 
shine and giving a glow to the 
entire 
landscape.” 
Dirksen 
once told his colleagues "The 
marigold beguiles the senses 


and ennobles the spirit of 
man.” 
The rase, already the of­ 
ficial flower of several states 
and countries, got a shot in 
the arm recently when it was 
picked as the nation's favorite 
flower in a Bicentennial vote 
sponsored by florists. The 
marigold finished No. 10, to 
the distress of supporters who 
called the election un­ 
representative. 
“ How the hell could the 
rose 
be 
No. 
I 0" 
asked 
Stillwell, Ind.. housewife and 
marigold supporter Charlotte 
Bass. "R oses today cost $35 a 
dozen. Can you afford to buy 
some?” 
R ose boosters are just as 
hostile toward the marigold. 
“ It's a stinking flower," 
said Ben Williams of the 
Am erican R ose Society. 
“ Would you want one at your 
wedding0 At your mother’s 
funeral0 Would you send your 
sweetheart a 10-cent bouquet 
of marigolds? Those ques- 


tions answer themselves.” 
Legislative aides say consti­ 
tuents, not Congress mem­ 
bers. are pushing for a na­ 
tional flower. 
"W e’ve had requests from 
constituents for everything 
from marijuana to dill weed 
and some even weirder than 
that," a House aide said. 
"There’s no terrific interest 
by any Judiciary Committee 
member to adopt a national 
flower," said a Senate aide. 
“ It’s such 
a 
controversial 
thing. For any flower they 
come up with there would be 
millions of people who proba­ 
bly hate it.” 
So it's d o u b tfu l the 
marigold and the rose will go 
one-on-one for the U.S. flower 
title this session of Congress. 
"It’s not the right time 
yet,” Baker said. “ You can 
tell when the time comes, 
when the pressure builds My 
guess is that it will be ad­ 
dressed 
sometime 
in 
the 
future, but I doubt it will 
come this session." 


Lefth an d ers Lib erated ; 
Pen for Th em Develop ed 


CHICAGO (U PI) - A mi­ 
nority group in America may 
find a measure of liberation 
with a new secret weapon — a 
pen for lefthanded people. 
Developed by the Sanford 
Corp., Bellwood, 111., the pen 
has a soft tip allowing for 
smoothness of writing. Its im­ 
mediate drying feature keeps 
lefthanders 
from 
smudging 
their way through wet ink. 
The company sees the pen as 
a major benefit for lefthanders 
who have to push pens instead 
of pulling them 
as 
right­ 
handers do or for those lefties 
who write with a “ hook" to 
keep out of the ink. 
In 
its 
research, 
Sanford 
found 
the 
18 
million 
lef­ 
thanded Americans as well as 
their 
counterparts 
overseas 
bear countless indignities be­ 
cause of their preference for 
using their left hand. 
A “ left-handed com pli­ 
ment” implies a sly insult. A 
“ child of the left hand" broad­ 
casts illegitim acy. A lef­ 
thanded batter hits from the 


“ wrong" side of the plate in 
baseball. "To be left” is to be 
abandoned. 
To the Moslems it is an 
insult to touch someone with a 
left hand. The Japanese, ac­ 
cording to Sanford, used to 
beat lefthanded children. 
Women found to be lefthanded 
could have their marriages an­ 
nulled. 
The R oman used the term 
"sinister" to describe lefthan- 
dedness. and the French used 
gauche, which means socially 
inept or awkward in English. 
Even religion added fuel to 
the fire. The Bible says Christ 
sits “ at the right hand of 
God," and on Judgment Day 
sinners bound for Hell must to 
line up on the left of Christ. 
Psychologists have long 
noted that the percentage of 
lefties with emotional prob­ 
lems is higher than righties — 
possibly caused in part by the 
social difficulties of the south­ 
paw. Lefthanders usually find 
arrayed

them such 
Political Losers 
Lack ed S avvy, Cash 


everyday things as tools, musi­ 
cal instruments, school desks, 
cameras, gearshifts, doors, and 
sports equipment. 
But 
Psychologist 
Theorde

greater than chance. He in­ 
cludes such noted lefthanders 
as 
Michaelangelo, 
R aphael, 
Leonardo da Vince, Picasso, 
Hans H olbein, Benjam in 
Franklin, Charlie Chaplin and 
Paul McCartney. 
A few small steps have been 
taken to integrate the lefthan­ 
ders with the rest of society. 
There is the lefthander's check 
book with stubs on the right. 
Left Hand Plus Inc., in the 
Chicago area, and Left- 
Handed Limited in New York 
offer an assortment of lefthan­ 
ders’ cooking utensils and oth­ 
er items.

tion they turned up about the 
candidates themselves. 
“ Probably the most impor­ 
tant finding is that seven out 
of 10 candidates did not win 
the office they sought. About 
six out of 10 did not even come 
close to winning office," they 
said. 
The 
candidates 
"differed 
considerably from popular im­ 
pressions or from the average 
characteristics of the total so­ 
ciety,” the study said. 
"They tended to be running

Panelists are no exception.

panel members 
were asked to try dried apples 
and natural food snack bars. 
Paren ts were pleased to 
purchase nutritious, tasty 
sweets, 
and 
their 
children 
couldn’t have’been happier! 
Joan Bivona bought a one- 
pound bag of sem i-dry, 
pressed apples for $2.19 at the 
Real Food Store in New Paltz. 
‘‘We've had them before, and 
they don’t last long around 
this household," says Mrs. 
Bivona. She found the apples 
moist and enjoyable, and is 
pleased to report they contain 
no preservatives. 
The Bivona family also tried 
a 39-cent foil pack (% ounce) 
of Barbara’s Apples & That’s 
All. This snack is unsulfered, 
with no preservatives. Accord­ 
ing to Mrs. Bivona. the apples 
are in "raisin-size chunks,” 
and 
are 
low 
in 
moisture. 
“ Th e y ’re very dry and 
crunchy,” 
she says. 
“ They 
have a very good taste and the 
kids liked them more than the 
others.” 
B e v e rle y Schoonm aker 
also bought a pound of dried 
apples. They cost her $2.02 at 
Colonial Health Food Store in 
Kingston. 
‘‘They 
could 
be 
eaten as a snack straight from 
the package, but they’re a bit 
chewy,” she says. The High 
Falls 
woman 
experimented 
with the apples in some favor­ 
ite recipes. “ The apples com­ 
bined 
with 
dried 
apricots, 
prunes and figs, and cooked 
with a small amount of water 
and honey make a delicious 
fruit compote. I also used the 
dried apples in a steamed pud­ 
ding, with raisins, and they 
tasted pretty good that way.” 
Mrs. 
Schoonmaker 
believes 
the dried apples are “ a good 
substitute when fresh apples 
are not in plentiful supply.” 
In general, Lenny Price is 
pleased with the half-pound 
bag of dried apples he bought 
at Nature's Pantry for 99 
cents. “ I’m enjoying them," he 
says. "They must be spiced or 
something to give them their 
flavor. They're a nice little 
diversion, a nice little snack.” 


Annette Colton of Hurley 
Ridge liked the dried apples 
she bought at Nature’s Pantry 
in Woodstock ( 1a pound for 
$1.08), 
but wouldn't 
make 
them a “ must” on her shop­ 
ping list. "M y family enjoyed 
them. They are a wholesome 
snack food, but I enjoy buying 
fresh apples and keeping them 
in a basket in the kitchen for 


everyone t > grab. Living in 
apple country, I prefer fresh 
apples." 
Mrs. 
Colton 
also bought 
W e i g h t W a t c h e r s Ap p le 
Snacks for her children to try. 
S h e 
f o u n d 
t h e m 
at 
Waldbaum’s, 
four 
air-tight 
packs for $1. The Coltons tried 
cinnamon, peach and straw­ 
berry flavors of the sulfered 
apples. Each package is nutri­ 
tionally equal to one apple. 
“ They are very crunchy and 
flavorful," says Mrs. Colton. 
She enjoys these more than the 
“ c h e w y " 
dri ed 
apples 
purchased at the health food 
store. 
Dale Heidenreich also tried 
commercially packaged dried 
apples—Betty Crocker Apple 
Crunchies. He bought a one 
and a half ounce box, contain­ 
ing three separate packets, for 
69 cents at Weiss Market. 
“ The price of the item is hard­ 
ly a bargain, especially in the 
apple-rich 
Hudson 
Valley,” 
says the Saugerties father. 
“ The taste is not too bad, but 
at times it seemed like we were 
eating sweetened styrofoam. 
The kids wouldn’t eat them.” 
According to Heidenreich, the 
apples are crunchy and de­ 
hydrated with sulfer dioxide. 
“ It is more nutritious than 
most snack foods. It would 
definitely be of benefit to a 
bicyclist or hiker who needs to 
keep the weight load light.” 
The Heidenreich family was 
happier about trying Peanut 
Butter 
Crunchola 
Bars 
by 
Sunfield Foods. They found a 
package of eight bars for 99 
cents at Weiss Market. "The 
product’s name tries to capi­ 
talize on health food granola,” 
reports Heidenreich, “ but a 
careful check of the ingre­ 
dients reveals it contains sodi­ 
um and calcium caseinate and 
artificial food coloring." But 
he does admit, "the nutri­ 
tional 
information 
on 
the 
panel makes it an improve­ 
ment over other snack items 
like candy bars, and the price 
per serving makes it com­ 
parable with less nutritional 
candy bars. Everyone in the 
family liked them and we will 
buy them again.” 
The Coltons also tried 
Crunchola Bars, for the same 
price 
at 
Grand 
Union 
in 
Woodstock, and Mrs. Colton 
reports, “ We liked them very 
much for snacks and with 
lunches.” The snack bars con­ 
tain such ingredients as 
peanut butter, granola, choco­ 
late chips and soy flour. "They 
look like crfndy bars but they 
have nutritional value and

contain some good quality in­ 
gredients.” According to Mrs. 
Colton, each Crunchola Bar 
contains 160 calories, 15 grams 
carbohydrate, 9 grams fat, and 
5 grams protein. 
Crunchola Bars were also 
tested by the Schoonmakers. 
Mrs. Schoonmaker bought a 
package of eight bars for 99 
cents at Shop Rite in King­ 
ston. "These are advertised as 
a delicious, wholesome snack 
of peanut butter, granola and 
chocolate chips," says Mrs. 
Schoonmaker. “ I find the word 
‘wholesome’ misleading, as the 
ingredients include chemical 
additives. These bars tasted 
something like candy bars, but 
I prefer offering the children 
some fresh fruit for a snack." 
•loan Bivona spent two cents 
less 
when 
she 
bought 
Crunchola 
Bars 
at 
Great 
American in New Paltz, and 
her family enjoyed them too. 
She is pleased with the price 
and the ingredients, and says, 
"They last a long time, be­ 
cause it takes time to chew 
them well!"

Price of Kingston 
thoroughly enjoyed being on 
the Consumer Panel this week. 
He tried eight different "alter­ 
native candy bars" to be sure 
he left no stone unturned. 
Price also discovered some in­ 
teresting differences between 
the snack bars sold at super­ 
markets and those sold at 
health food stores. When he 
looked for the Nature Valley 
Granola Bars at a health food 
store, he was told they didn’t 
carey any products containing 
processed sugar, (Granola 
Bars are made with brown 
sugar.) The bars he found at 
Nature's Pantry in Woodstock 
don’t contain white or brown 
sugar, but do have honey, tur­ 
binado sugar or raw sugar in 
most of them. 
Price 
found 
the 
Granola 
Bars at the Governor Clinton 
Market for 99 cents. He tried 
two kinds: honey and oats, and 
coconut. "They’re 100 percent 
natural,” asserts Price. "They 
have a lot of vitamins and are 
really very filling.” 
Price tried an Alfa Carob 
Fudge Bar for the first of a long 
string of snack bar tastings. 
" It ’s good but you have to get 
used to it," says Price, advis­ 
ing, “ You have to look at a 
carob bar and say ‘It’s not 
gonna taste the same.’ If you 
don’t, you bite into it and your 


taste buds go crazy! But it’s 
good." 
Price also tried Alfa Honey 
Coconut (20 cents), Almond 
Marzipan 
(20 cents), 
Sun­ 
flower Seed Bar (30 cents), 
Nutty Fruit Log (35 cents) and 
Barbara’s Delicious Sesame 
Crunch (35 cents), which he’d 
had before and still enjoys. He 
praises every one, but found 
the Nutty Fruit Log to be 
almost too sweet. This snack 
contains no sugar of any kind, 
but is made of dates, raisins, 
walnuts, 
apricots, 
currants, 
figs and coconut—all of which 
combine to make a “ heavy 
sweet" candy. “ It was very 
good, but I ate half and had to 
put it away for another time." 
Price’s favorite was the Sun­ 
flower Seed Bar. “ Fantastic,” 
is how he describes it. “ I’m 
making that one of my favorite 
candy bars." A few of the 
ingredients in this snack are 
St. John’s bread, sweet cream, 
turbinado and raw sugars.

The show will offer a wide spectrum of entertaiment with music, dance, 
a magic act and juggling act. Mark Sherman, a professor at the college, will 
feature a folk act with his original material dealing with his teaching career, 
and comical songs with a psychological twist such as "Freudian Blues.”

It emphasizes problem-solving through the 
callers’ own value system and frame of reference. Staff members are used as 
a catalyst to help people work out their own problems and to provide them with 
a complete listing of public services in Ulster County. 
The phones have a tie-line with Family of Woodstock to provide back-up on 
more serious calls such as suicide All calls are kept confidential. 
Family of New Paltz is completely funded by contributions. Rent and phones 
are the main expenses. Staff members would like to devote more time to the 
hot-line service, but recent financial problems have made fund-raising a time- 
consuming issue

Of all the cereals we util­ 
ize, m illett is the o nly g rain 
which supplies all the neces­ 
sary elem ents bo th in quanti­ 
ty and balance, to m aintain 
life..in the absence o f all o th­ 
er fo o d. 
It takes its nam e throu gh the 
Italian, from the Latin word 
meaning a thou sand, referring 
to its many seeds and its 
fertility .

pearance from all other cereals 
b ecau se millet is earless, its 
seeds grow in a tu ft at the top 
of a long stalk. 
Its u se dates b ack to pre­ 
historic tim es and in all like­ 
lihood it was the first grain 
eaten b y hu m ans when h u nt­ 
ing gav e way to hu sb andry and 
agricu ltu re 
Ev idence of its 
early cu ltiv ation has b een dis­ 
cov ered b y archeoiogists in the 
rem ains of lake dweller settle­ 
m ents in Switzerland as well 
as in ancient Egy ptian tomb s. 
It was an im portant staple 
food in Bib lical tim es 
M illet was held sacred b y 
the Chinese as far b ack as ‘25 00 
BC. To this day millet is a 
primary b asic food eaten b y 
the northern Chinese who are 
taller and stronger than their 
sou thern com patriots who de­ 
pend more on rice for a b asic 
food. 
Py thagoras, the ancient v eg­ 
etarian 
Greek 
philosopher, 
u rged all his followers to eat 
more of this grain in order to 
improv e 
their

strength. History also records 
that Attila. king of the Hu ns 
attached so mu ch im portance 
to m illet that he fed all im por­ 
tant v isitors inclu ding roy alty 
and am b assadors almost ex ­ 
clu siv ely with this grain.

As a resu lt of poor harv ests 
and food shortages, Ru ssian

Not many folks can pass by a stand of early 
sprtng wildflowers or a fruit tree laden with blos­ 
so m s without plucking a floral bouquet to brighten 
their hom es And — says author Pam ela Westland 
( “Decorating with Wild Flow ers," Rodale Press, 
1976) — the following few simple steps can help to 
keep the delicate bloom s pretty for even longer 
than usual: 
Plan to cut m ost flowers (except for the daffodil 
. . its buds will m ature even after they’re picked) 
when they're just about to com e into full bloom. 
Take a pair of good scisso rs or a sharp knife outside 
in the early m orning or evening (but not in the heat 
of the day) and slice each flower’s stem off clean 
and at an angle. (D o n ’t just pull the blossom off with 
your fingers ... yo u ’ll dam age the stem and shorten 
the bloom ’s life.) 
If you have to transport the cut flowers any 
distance, pack them loosely in plastic bags lined 
with 
wet 
newspaper 
Blow 
the 
sacks 
up 
like 
balloons, fasten them at the tops, and carry the 
packages shaded and protected from the sun. 
Once you have the blossom s home, plunge 
their stem s immediately into water. Note that an icy 
cold bath, however, m ay actually shock and kill the 
flowers . . . so instead of drawing water fresh from 
the tap. let it sit out to warm a bit while you're out­ 
doors gathering the bouquet. 
When you finally do arrange your blossom s in a 
vase, remove all the leaves that are attached to 
each stem beneath the waterline (they'll only decay 
and discolor the liquid). Allow the leaves above the 
w ater's level to remain on their stem s, however, so 
the natural process of photosynthesis can continue, 
and you'll have a cheerful centerpiece for days to 
come.

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B A C K YA R D OB SE R V E R 
A Tree fo r All Sea so ns

A lace of lilacs against the redwood fence. A gentle tracery 
of rose foliage. And m aple trees opening their um brellas of 
leaves to the April showers. 
The celebration of spring is well on its way to full 
fruitation in the Hudson Valley and it restores the winter- 
depleted spirits in the tim e-honored way of the N ortheast. 
For me it would be a bit difficult to live in a clim ate that 
was sta tic—alway s sunshine and flowers or any other 
com bination of consistency . The joy s of the changing seasons 
are here to be savored, each in its own way . 
And surprisingly enough there is a hint of C hristm as in 
the spring. W hile y ard cleanup was underway , I gathered 
pine cones from beneath that towering evergreen to relay to 
a friend who is a clever wreath weaver for the winter holiday . 
A m om ent's pause under the fronds of the tem perate zone 
native brought to m ind this particular giant’s hum ble 
beginnings. 


Not too m any y ears ago this tree was a tiny seedling—one 
of a thousand or so acquired under the then Conservation 
D epartm ent's reforestation project. 
Its first home was in the red clay of Delaware County . 
W hile other seedlings in the lot were placed in woodland 
locations, this was one of several chosen to protect the 


horseshoe pit from the sum m er traffic on the dirt road 
around a lake. 
The encroachm ent of civilization in the form of a widened 
vehicle lane with improved surface necessitated the removal 
of the pines along the bank. 
T hus the tree, carefully bagged in burlap and wearing a 
goodly share of Delaware soil and rocks cam e to a sandy 
location in Ulster County . 
It was Septem ber in the m idst of the prolonged drought 
of the 60’s and the tree’s chances of survival in strange 
surroundings seemed dim . Faithful watering, a series of 
supports against the prevailing winds and confidence in the 
face of neighboring doubters helped establish its roots in 
unfam iliar ground and straighten its initial curvature. 
Now it sends its needles into the sky , providing haven for 
num erous furred and feathered creatures. C atching the 
breezes of a sum m er day it sends a north country chorus to 
the soul, its arom a filling the air w ith cool woodland 
thoughts. In winter it serves as a w indbreak, looking 
postcard pretty in its caps of snow.

Halfway across the country 
at Street is a sm aller shoe 
m useum , this one in the fac­ 
tory of C. J. Clark, now a 
worldwide shoem aking firm. 


Not surprisingly , the two col­ 
lections teach some of the 
same lessons.

as many shoe sty les in the past 
as there have been in living 
m em ory .” 
A no t h e r 
p o i nt 
b ot h 
m useum s m ake is that men 
have no right to sneer at wom ­ 
en for ex travagant footwear 
Tim e and again in history the 
foot inside a flashy or silly shoe 
was a m an’s. 
In 1368 , for instance, a law 
had to be passed to trim the 
length of curled-up “scorpion’s 
tail" points on the toes of 
m en’s shoes 
M en in King 
Henry 
VIII’s 
tim e 
flopped 


around in "huge foot bags with 
soles more than six and a half 
inches (160 mm) w ide.” 
Buckles, as both m useum s 
glitteringly 
show, 
were 
an 
adornm ent chiefly for m en’s 
shoes, which rivaled the wife’s 
necklace for gaudiness and 
cost. By 1777, shoe buckles 
were so huge they needed an 
ex tra tongue to support them . 
The French Revolution put 
an end to all th at. It also, 
curiously enough, popularized 
shoes individually shaped for 
left and right feet, though at 
first this was for men only . 
U ntil then, shoes were sy m ­ 
m etrical and were worn on 
either foot. 
T h e N or th a m p ton a nd 
Street m useums both include 
strange sam ples of shoes hid­ 
den among the tim bers of an 
cienl buildings and discovered 
by accident centuries later 
“ Nobody really knows why 
they were put into houses and 
other buildings," Terry said. 
“ It’s something 
we’ve been 
looking into. 
“There are all sorts of theo 
ries, of course But we've been 
collecting records of tbese con­ 
cealed shoes for y ears in the 
hope we may throw some light 
on the practice.” 
T he N ortham pton collection 
is a com prehensive, scholarly 
survey of shoe 
history . 
So 
m any costume ex perts and 
historians 
and 
student 
d e ­ 
signers want to study it, Terry 
said, that reservations must be 
m ade in writing a week in 
advance for the behind-the 
scenes study collection. 
T he Street m useum concen­ 
trates more on the history of 
shoe m anufacture, which the 
Am ericans did so m uch to up 
set. 
Shoes alway s had been a 
careful hand craft, even when 
some factory ' m ethods were in 
traduced about 18 30 by firm* 
like Clark 
Factories cut out 
upper and sole shapes, but 
sh oe m a k e rs h a nd -s titc h e d 
them together at home. 
Then 
Am erican 
inventors 
m echanized the whole process 
Beginning in the 18 50» Europe 
saw an “ American invasion" of 
cheap, m achine-m ade shoes 
European 
shoem akers 
were 
forced to drop the “outworker 
sy stem , import Am erican ma 
chines and turn out m achin 
em ade shoes of their own 
Now many shoes are m adeol 
plastics and artificial m ateri­

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NDOOR GARDENING 
‘Moth er Natu re Doesn ’t Lik e Me’ Blu es Go Away with Hard y Plan ts 


By JA N E A D L E R 
For all those who sing the 
"Mother Nature Doesn’t Like 
Me” blues with the verse, 
"Every plant 1 ever bring home 
dies," here's some greenery 
that will help restore some 
confidence in your indoor gar­ 
dening ability. They're the 
bottom line — the hardiest 
plants I know. 
For example, how can you 
miss with a plant that’s com­ 
monly referred to as the “ cast- 
iron" plant — the aspidistra0 
As the name implies, this won­ 
der will grow under almost any 
conditions. It can take cold, 
heat, dusty leaves and even 
dimly lit locations. 
A member of the lily family, 
the asp id istra has long, 
slender, almost succulent dark 
green leaves. Another variety, 
the A. elation variegata, is a 
bit more interesting. Its leaves 
are striped with green and 
white. 
Place the aspidistra in a 


north window and be sure to 
keep the soil barelv moist at 
all times. And if you actually 
treat an established plant well 
and mist around it every now 
and then, it might even sprout 
small reddish-purple flowers 
Another real toughie is the 
sansevieria, the snake plant. 
Some have dark-green, stiff 
rabbit-ear-shaped leaves while 
others 
are 
cross-barred 
in 
lighter green or banded in 
yellow-gray. Although it’s a 
plain-looking plant, potted in 
a green and yellow ceramic 
container it’s striking. 
This plant is amazing. It can 
be kept in the darkest location, 
forgotten, not watered for a 
month, seemingly dead. All it 
needs at this point is a little 
water. Watch! Soon a few stiff 
green leaves will begin growing 
up from the roots. 
The only thing this plant 
doesn’t like is wet feet. Allow 
the soil to become somewhat 
dry between waterings from 


early spring to late fall. During 
the winter, cut down on the 
waterings even more and give 
it just enough to keep the 
leaves from shriveling. 
Feed lightly a few times dur­ 
ing the growing season and 
don’t worry about repotting. It 
very seldom needs it. 
A ll 
v a r ie t ie s 
of the 
Aglaonema, the Chinese ever­ 
green, are durable. The A. 
modestum, which grows to a 
height of two to three feet, has 
shiny tapering green leaves 
while 
the A. ' crispum 
has 
leaves to a foot long — green 
brushed with gray. The A. 
costatum (spotted Chinese ev­ 
ergreen) gets to be 10 inches 
tall and has heart-shaped, six- 
inch 
shiny 
green-and-wl»tite 
spotted leaves. They’re all ex­ 
cellent plants for north win­ 
dows. 
Keep the soil barely moist at 
all times. It can tolerate a wide 
ranee of temneratures (a« low 


as 55 at night and as high as 
85 degrees during the day). 
Feed lightly every four months 
and repot at any time of the 
year. 


And who hasn’t heard of the 
Dracaena family? Janet Craig, 
just one of the many varieties 
available, 
has 
shiny 
dark 
green, 18-inch long leaves; D. 
sanderiana grows in a rosette 
style up a slim cane. D. fra- 
grans massangeana, one of the 
most 
popular of the Dra­ 
caenas, reaches six feet and 
produces a leaf that has a 
yellow stripe down its middle; 
the D. marginata, with their 
clusters of long shiny green 
blade-shaped 
leaves 
edged 
with a reddish color, even­ 
tually can get to be eight feet 
tall. Very dramatic for a large 
room. 
They all do best in a location 
where 
they 
receive filtered 
light but not full sun. Keep the 
soil evenly moist at all times' 


and feed as little as possible 
twice a year is plenty. 
But if you’re interested in 
color — in leaves that come in 
shades of pinks, purples, reds, 
yellows and greens — try a 
coleus plant. They're beau­ 
tiful! They do best if they 
receive four hours of sun a day. 
but will do well even in bright 
light. 
The ideal temperature for a 
coleus is 65 degrees at night 
and 75 degrees during the day. 
If it’s too cold, the plant wilts. 
The coleus needs lots of wa­ 
ter. Keep the soil evenly moist 
and mist often. If the plant 
doesn’t have enough moisture, 
you’ll know. It will droop im­ 
mediately, but a quick water­ 
ing will revive it. Within a very 
short time, the stems will be 
standing up tall again. If too 
much damage has been done 
by the drought, simply cut it 
back. When the plant grows 
in, it will be stronger than 
ever. 
Stick the severed 


branches in water to root and 
you'll soon have more plants»* 
You can’t lose. 
. L 


Try a few of these plants* 
they’ll grow on you. Even il, 
nothing else has. 
Q. My plant is difficult toi 
water because the potting sqij 
is right up to the top of the 
rim. but I'm afraid to repot it . 
Is there another way to water.? 
A. Yes. Fill a large con­ 
tainer with water and place 
the pot into it so the water, 
can soak up through the bot­ 
tom. 
When 
some bubble» 
come up on top, you’ll know 
the plant has had enough, 
That’s assuming the pot hast 
drainage holes.

than the house can provide. 


D EAR M R. M E L TZ E R We 
live in a rather crowded resi­ 
dential area and have lived 
here since before our first child 
was bom. 
We now have four growing 
children and the walls of our 
house are bursting. We are 
considering fixing up a play­ 
room in the basement, build­ 
ing a patio, adding a den for 
my husband so he can have 
some privacy in his work. etc. 
Since this will cost a great 
deal of money, and since we 
are in an area where our neigh­ 
bors have not done much to 
improve their homes, do you 
think we should seriously con­ 
sider going ahead with this 
venture? We are concerned 
about getting our investment 
back if and when we decide to 
sell the house. — N EED E X ­ 
PERT ADVICE. 
I have answered this ques­ 
tion many times, and I will 
give you the same reply 1 
always give Generally speak­ 
ing, you will not fully recover 
your investment when you sell 
the property when you speak 
of improvements beyond the 
basic structure. This is espe­ 
cially true in cases like yours, 
since you say that other houses 
in your neighborhood 
have 
made few improvements 
An exception to this would 
be if you were living in an area 
of older houses which were 
being greatly upgraded, or it 
you were planning fairly inex 
pensive improvements in a 
neighborhood containing 
custom built houses 
Another exception would be 
if you plan to remain in your 
present house for many years 
Even if you were to look for­ 
ward to a loss in the distant 
future, that loss could be offset 
if you had the benefits of living 
in the house for a long time

The arrangement 
he describes sounds very easy 
for a homeowner who is handv 
with electricity.

There are good reasons for 
building your terrace adjacent 
to or close to your house. For 
one thing, if it is properly 
drained, you can use it almost 
immediately 
after 
a 
rain 
w ith o u t having to walk 
through wet grass. For anoth­ 
er, its location makes the serv­ 
ing of refreshments more con­ 
venient. 
But having said this doesn’t 
preclude the building of your 
terrace in other places in your 
yard w hich, m ight have 
greater appeal or more in­ 
teresting development possi­ 
bilities. 
The terrace in this plan il­ 
lustrates such a location. Here 
the paved area is placed at the 
corner of a lot and privacy is 
provided 
by 
stockade-type 
wooden fencing in combina­ 
tion with planting. The two 
benches shown could be 
augmented, as needed, with 
various other kinds of outdoor 
furniture such as umbrella- 
topped tables, chaise longues 
and deck chairs. 
A feature of this area is a 
small pool enhanced by a 
penguin figurine, spouting wa­ 
ter. The sound of splashing 
water is always a welcome one. 
especially on a hot day. A poo! 
like this need not be deep or 
elaborate. Piping for such a 
pool can be eliminated by the 
use of an inexpensive, re­ 
circulating pump. (This re- 
quries a source of electricity.) 
As with any terrace, the sur­ 
face may be made of a number 
of different materials — brick, 
concrete, concrete block, 
flagstone or a combination of 
these. Patterned pavements of 
flagstone or brick are especial­ 
ly attractive in developments 
like the terrace in the plan. 
With the exception of the 


azaleas and cotoneaster, which 
are semi-evergreen, and the 
dogwood, which is deciduous. 


all plants shown are evergreen. 
They 
were chosen 
because 
they are individually attrac­ 


tive and harmonious collec­ 
tively. 
In planning your landscape, 
be innovative. Look for ideas 
wherever you can find them, 
but don’t copy them slavishly 
or feel bound by what your 
neighbor does. Your landscape 
should reflect your own tastes 
and conform to your individ­ 
ual requirements. 
Q. What would you consider 
a well drained soil? 
A. It is one which dries out 
readily after a rain and from 
which surface water drains 
off quickly.

Number I s Neces s ar y

K IN G ST O N -Y o u need a 
social security num ber if your 
work is covered by the social 
security law. Show your card 
to your employer when you 
sta rt to work or when you 
change jobs so that your wages 
will be properly credited to 
your social security earns re­ 
cord. 
Your social security num ber 
also is used for income tax 
purposes. You may be asked to 
g ive yo ur so c ial se c urity 
num ber to anyone who pays 
you dividends, interest, or oth­ 
er income that must be re­ 
ported to Internal 
Revenue 
Service. 
If you do not already have a 
social security num ber, you 
can get an application for one 
from any social security office. 
Try to apply for your card at 
least four weeks before you’ll 
need it. You need only one 


num ber during your lifetime. 
If you change your nam e or if 
you lose your card, any social 
security 
representative 
will 
help you get a card showing 
your new nam e or a duplicate 
of the card you lost. 
Almost every kind of em ­ 
pl o y m e nt 
a nd 
s e l f - e m ­ 
ploym ent is covered by social 
security. 
Some 
occupations 
and some kinds of earnings, 
however, are affected by spe­ 
cial provision of the law. If the 
kind of work you dp is listed 
below and you aren't sure if 
you are earning protection un­ 
der social security, you may 
want to ask someone at the 
social security office for in­ 
form ation on these special pro­ 
visions:

A. Yo ur tips, like y o ur reg ular w ag es, co unt fo r so cial 
security , adding up to hig her cash benefits fo r y o u and 
y o ur family later o n. Cash tips that add up to $2 0 o r mo re 
in a mo nth in y o ur wo rk fo r o ne em plo y er co unt. Yo u are 
required to g iv e a repo rt o f y o ur tips if they add up to 
$2 0 o r mo re in a mo nth. Yo u can o btain Fo rm 4 070 
(Em plo y e’s Repo rt o f Tips) and Bo o klet 5 6 3 5 to keep a 
reco rd o f y o ur lips by co ntacting the Internal Rev enue

The tax rate 
for salaried workers for the 
year 19 77 is 5.8 5 per cent. The 
em ployer also contributes the 
same am ount. The self-em 
ployed pay 7.9 0 per cent. 
The m axim um am ount of 
yearly earnings that can count 
for social security contribu 
tions is $16,500 for 19 77. The 
m axim um will increase auto 
m atically in later years to keep 
pace with increases in average 
earnings 
Your em ployer is required to 
give you a form showing the 
am ount of your earning* that 
count for social security. Your 
em ployer does this at the end 
of each year (or w hen you stop 
working, if it is before the end 
of the year). 
These 
receipts,

Form W-2 (W ages and Tax 
S tatem ent), can help you in 
case there is an error in the 
am ount of earnings reported 
on your social security record 
You should also keep a record

If it seems a little 
mo no to no u s watching him 
co llect the award s and the 
resp ect they rep resent. 
Stev e W'o nd er was bo rn 
Stev en Ju d kins, 26 y ears 
ago in Saginaw, Mich., ( a 
to w n la te r to be im ­ 
mo rtalized in so ng by the 
late 
Lefty 
Frizzell.) 
His 
first break was that 
he 
d id n't stay in Saginaw lo ng. 
When he was still a to d d ler, 
his family mo v ed * to De­ 
tro it. His seco nd break was 
that, altho u gh he had been 
bo rn blind , his family mad e 
su re his life was fu ll o f a 
v ariety o f so u nd and mu sic, 
and fed the hu nger to learn 
that is in all y o u ng chil­ 
d ren. 
By the tim e he was fiv e, 
Stev ie co u ld d o a p retty 
go o d tu rn o n a harmo nica. 
W he n 
he 
he a rd 
R ay 
Charles, it was lo v e at first 
so u nd . Here was the p rbo f 
that Stev ie and his family 
need ed that there was mo re 
in life fo r a blind black 
child than selling p encils o r 
caning chairs. If o ne blind 
black mu sician co u ld thrill 
the wo rld with his v o ice, 
ano ther o ne co u ld to o . 
Stev ie's third break was 
almo st u nbeliev able. The 
fam ily ’s nex t d o o r neighbo r 
was named Gerald W hite. 
Gerald W hite’s bro ther was 
Ro nnie W hite and Ro nnie 
W'hite was p erfo rming with 
the 
M ir a c le s , 
o ne o f 
M o to wn’s biggest gro u p s at

that there was a little blind 
kid o u t there with a har­ 
mo nica and a p iano and a 
d ru m set who had a hit 
reco rd in him , waiting fo r 
so meo ne to hear it. All it 
to o k was o ne au d itio n, and 
the y ears o f p ractice and 
ho p ing p aid o ff 
Twelv e 
y e a r-o ld “ L ittle S tev ie 


W o nd er" had a reco rd ing 
co ntract. 
As “ Little Stev ie Wo n­ 
d er.” his first effo rts o wed 
mu ch to the influ ence o f 
Ray Charles, to who m he 
o p enly p aid tribu te o n o ne 
early albu m . Ho wev er, p er­ 
hap s Stev ie’s biggest break 
o f all is that he had far 
greater ho p es than to be 
better than Ray Charles. 
He wanted to learn all he 
co u ld 
abo u t 
mu sic—and 
life— and then to u se ev ery ­ 
thing he learned to make 
the best mu sic he co u ld 
make. Ray Charles was the 
first thing he learned —bu t 
it was v ery far fro m the last. 
Reco rd ing inco me mad e it 
p o ssible fo r Stev ie to co n­ 
tinu e his fo rmal ed u catio n. 
This 
was 
no 
instinctiv e 
street mu sician, bu t an ex - 
e c tp io na lly inte llige nt, 
eager y o u ng man reaching 
fo r mu sic like a su nflo wer 
to ward the su n. 
Sp ecial 
teachers gu id ed his fo rmal 
ed u catio n, while he to o k 
mu sical 
theo ry —inBraille 
—at the Michigan Scho o l 
fo r the Blind . He learned 
ev ery thing they co u ld teach 
him and then he started 
teaching them things.. 
His mu sic reflected all he 
learned . 
He 
mad e so me 
trad itio nal 
"so u l 
so u nd " 
albu ms fo r Mo to wn and 
so me with mo re classical 
go sp el so u nd s. At his wo rst, 
his 
reco rd s 
sho wed 
an 
amazing o u tp u t o f energy ; 
his best sho wed great m u si­ 
cal ta l e n t. W hile the 
Beatles were to u ring Amer­ 
ica, Stev ie was to u ring E u ­ 
ro p e, 
and attend ing the 
Univ ersity o f So u thern Cal- 
ifo rnia. 
Ev entu ally , 
he d ro p p ed 
the “ L ittle” fro m his name 
and o n ev ery albu m co v er, 
he lo o ked less like Ray 
Charles. 
(In 
fact, 
Ray 
Charles started lo o king like 
Stev ie 
W o nd er.) 
By the 
197 0’s Stev ie was heav ily 
into o riginal so u nd s. He 
liegan to get into the p ro ­ 
d u ctio n end o f the bu siness 
beginning with the Sp in­ 
ners in 197 0. His u niq u e 
v o ic e a nd in s tr u m e n t 
p lay ing were beginning to 
take a back seat to his 


inno v ativ e so ngwriting and 
arranging. 


The rest we'v e watched 
o n the Grammies fo r the 
last fiv e y ears. In 197 3, 
Stev eie was serio u sly in­ 
ju red in an au to m o bile ac­ 
cid ent, bu t he was back at 
his mu sic in two mo nths.

T hom a s believ es coa ches should train y oung sters to look 
at success primarily as a function of increased effort. 
" W h a t is found in L ittle L ea g u e is th a t th e kids on the 
tea m s th a t w in c o n sisten tly a ttrib u ted the w in n in g to 
hig h a b ility a nd don 't th in k tha t a n occa sio n a l loss 
a ffects th eir a b ility .

th is week in Albany . 
" S lo w pla y is d riv in g people to oth er sp o rts," B la ck 
told 
a bout

pros, 
w ho listen ed in 
shocked silen ce a s th is dilem m a w a s g en tly pla ced in 
th eir la p s by th e d y n a m ic fig u re on the podium .

29,000 Pacific islanders have 
to be the happiest of all Am eri­ 
cans.

W ashington dollars have come 
to those South Sea islands in 
recent years. 
And happy they are. the 
singing, laughing Polynesians 
who populate six of the seven 
islands which cover 76 lush, 
m ostly 
m ountainous, square 
miles of what started out as a 
Navy 
coaling 
station 
2,4(X) 
m iles southwest of Hawaii. 
But the Sam oans say the 
more than $*10 million a year 
budgeted for Am erican Samoa 
is merely sieved through the 
islands. They say most of it 
returns home with the highly 
paid bureaucrats sent from the 
U.S. m ainland to govern them . 
For a com m unity the size of 
Plym outh, 
N .H ., 
Alliance, 
Ohio, or Covina. Calif., Ameri­ 
can Sam oa certainly has the 


most expensive government in 
the world. 
Instead of a judge and local 
court that you’d expect to find 
in Torrington, Conn . Am eri­ 
can Sam oa has a High Court 
w h o se c h ie f ju s tic e g ets 
$49,lXX> a year. 
He is assisted by translators, 
associate justices, a harem of 
lawyers, public defenders, a t­ 
torneys general and the full 
trappings of a California or 
W y o m in g S ta te S u p re m e 
Court - the m ajority of them 
m ainland political appointees. 
The top job at Pago Pago’s 
"city hall" is held by the gov­ 
ernor, 
another political a p ­ 
pointee, who gets paid $49,(XX) 
a year to run what one gov­ 
ernor called “ one of the last 
tw o d ic ta to r s h ip s in th e 
world." 
Included in the fringe bene- 
lits are a uniform ed Sam oan 
security guard who, witnesses 
s a i d , 
a c c o m p a n i e s 
th e 
governor's wife to the Burns 
Philp superm arket to push her 


grocery cart. 
N either 
Plym outh, 
N .H., 
W ilson, N.C., or even M ilw au­ 
kee. owns an educational tele­ 
vision system that cost the 
m illions spent on the one to 
educate the children in Am eri­ 
can Sam oa. No television sta ­ 
tion in the world has its tran s­ 
m itter atop a roadless 1,6<X)- 
foot m ountain reachable only 
by a cable car stretched across 
the beautiful deep w ater h ar­ 
bor at Pago Pago. 
The cost of educating each 
Sam oan child has to be the 
highest per pupil outlay in the 
United States, yet the local 
Com m unity College graduates 
are not accredited to a single 
m ainland or Hawaiian univer­ 
sity.

S a m o a n s a re n o t 
citizens of the U nited States, 
but are American nationals 
with unrestricted entry into 
Hawaii and the U.S. m ainland 
where they often have difficul­ 
ty 
assim ilating 
them selves

It requires about 3,000 ern 
ployees to govern the 29,(KXi 
residents, most of whom live 
on the main island of T utuila.

P A U L - d e - V E N C E , 
France (U PI) — Marc Chagall 
turns 90 -July 7. He is busy 
working and eager to journey 
to New York, Chicago or Paris 
tor exhibitions honoring one ol 
the last of the great 20th cen­ 
tury painters. 
Chagall and Joan Miro, 84. 
are the remaining pioneers 
who brought modern forms, 
blazing colors and non-realism 
to art. Honors are piling up for 
Chagall’s anniversary year. He 
talked during an interview at 
his hillside home with en­ 
thusiasm of his busy schedule 
that could wear out a younger 
man. 
“ I might go to Chicago in 
May or to New York or Paris 
in July, it depends on how I 
feel, the trips would be tiring," 
he said briskly.

Art Institute in Chicago and it 
W‘H 
be 
inaugurated 
next 
month in the memory of the 
mayor (Richard Dalev) who 
died. I very much liked him," 
Chagall said as he perched like 
an eager bird on the edge of his 
sofa. 


In June he will inaugurate 
his newest stained glass win­ 
dow in the chapel of a lapidary 
museum in Sarrebourg, 
France. 
In July the Pierre Matisse 
gallery in New York will open 
on his birthday an exhibition 
of both his early and recent 
works. The Chagall museum 
in Nice devoted to his Biblical 
drawings will stage a special 
Chagall exhibition and con­ 
cert. 


Prance in October will honor 
Chagall with a show at the 
Louvre museum, one of the 
rare times a living artist has 
been so honored. 
The new Centre Beaubourg 
in Paris in October will roll out 
the Chagalls it inherited from 
the old 
Paris 
Museum 
of 
Modern Art, 
Down the road from his 
home, the Foundation Maegt 
gallery plans to show recent 
engravings he made for books 
by his old friends, the late 
writer Andre Malraux and the 
poet Louis Aragon, the latter’s 
book being poems about 
Chagall. 
The artist, wiry and spry 
with his white hair fluffed out 
like a halo, picked up a square 
box on his living room table 
containing two imposing med- 
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als of the Grand Legion of 
Honor, Fra n ce ’s highest 
award, given him recently by 
President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing. 
On the table, too, was a 
United Nations medal pre­ 
sented by Secretary General 
Kurt Waldheim, and a medal' 
from a 
Florence, Ita ly , 
museum. 
Chagall's 
art 
touches 
so 
many people because he 
spread out into so many medi­ 
ums. 
His 
illustrations 
are 
found in bookstores, his 
stained glass windows — an 
art he took up in his 60s — and 
tapestries sparkle in public 
buildings from Jerusalem to 
New York and Chicago via 
museums and cathedrals in 
France. Opera goers in Paris 
sit under his ceiling mural. 
In addition to such a packed 
career Chagall is alert and 
gives the impression of a man 
20 years younger except for 
occasional memory trouble. 
To what does he attribute 
his longevity and incredibly 
busy life? 
“ I don’t want to speak of my 
birthday,” he said quickly, 
with a self-mocking gesture. 
B u t 
la ter in his soft, 
Russian-accented French he 
reflected on the secret of his 90 
years: “ Happiness and love 
are very important — that is 
health. When you have an 
intimate life that gives you 
happiness.” 
“ I was married to my first 
wife 
Bella 
25 
years, 
she 
brought me happiness," he 
said. “ I was very unhappy 
after she died in New York. 


But 1 had the luck to meet my 
second wife, Valentina, she 
makes me live. 1 am happy to 
have a daughter. Ida, and my 
three grandchildren. 
"You can't explain love, you 
have to feel it. Vava (Valen­ 
tina) has the quality that one 
loves. It’s an entire world when 
you have love. I work. M y life 
— you must look at my paint­ 
ings to see what I did. One 
must love.” 
He said, “ In art, one must be 
honest and sincere. Pure, fol­ 
low a moral ideal. Justice and 
love. If you walk in this moral 
way, you will have positive 
results. I demand nothing of 
others. 1 demand only ot my­ 
self.” 
He sat silent for a minute. 
Then his thoughts turned to 
his childhood in Russia, as 
they often do these recent 


years, and he said, "1 am very 
happy I was born in Vitebsk," 
a Jewish “ Pale," or closed 
ghetto. "It gave me the possi­ 
bility to see that world from 
which 1 have made many pain­ 
tings." 
The paintings that reflect 
the village life he knew until 
1908 blaze in the Chagall 
home. La Colline (the hill), 
built eight years ago in the 
sun-washed 
hills an hour’s 
drive north of the Mediter­ 
ranean port of Nice. The azure 
light 
of the 
Riviera, 
long 
beloved by artists, plays on the 
spiky cypress and olive trees 
surrounding the beige stone 
house with a tile roof. 


Inside, the high, white walls 
were designed as a background 
for his art. The vast living 
room and entry hall are sparse 


ly furnished with a modern 
sofa and antique chests and 
tables holding fresh tulips, 
ilowers being a Chagall love. 


Nothing competes with the 
brilliantly-colored Chagall oils 
that 
s h i mme r with the 
roosters, the cows, the grave 
rabbis and the Torah, the lov­ 
ers and the goats, all Boating 
dreamlike across the sky, over 
the village streets and the cot­ 


tages. over the fiddler on the 
roof. 
"1 invented all these things, 
it is my fantasy," he smiled. 


On 
the 
patio a Chagall 
mosaic wall gleamed in the 
rain hut the artist shrank from 
showing it, saying, 
"I 
am 
afraid of the cold," and drew 
closer his wine-red sweater 
around his blue shirt and olive 
green corduroy trousers.

garlic mayonaise from Provence, France 
($3.50). Each entree was served with a 
salad, fresh steamed vegetable, and potato 
or rice. 
My only complaint here is th at the salad, 
although chock full of olives, tomatoes, red 
cabbage, and other salad necessities, also 
contained th at nemesis of all true salad 
connoisseurs, iceburg lettuce. At the. same 
cost to the restaurant, romaine or boston- 
style lettuce would have been more ap- 
propiate. All our salads were topped with 
just the right amount of dressings, which 
had been made on the premises and tasted 
as such. My favorite was the house m ustard 
dressing. 
Moving on (actually backwards), four of 
the six of us sampled Patricia’s version of 
that Spanish delight, Gazpacho soup. This 
is a cold soup made with about six or seven 
different finely chopped vegetables in a cold 
tom ato-and-broth base. I personally felt it 
could have been a little bit spicier. It was, 
nevertheless, very good. 
All the entrees were tried to hearty ap­ 
proval by my fellow gourmands, with the 
vegetarian salad plate getting especially 
good notices. The vegetable of the day was 
fresh steam ed spinach, a rarity in this day 
of iresh-frozen portion sizes and steam 
tables. 
For the grand finale we had the only two 
portions of dessert left, chocolate pots de 
creme. These smooth custard delicacies 
were laced with Grand M arnier liquer and 
were indeed chocolaty and rich. After shar­ 
ing one with the others I understood why 
there were only two left by ten o’clock. 
Nothing we encountered was very fancy or 
different, but everything was extremely well 
prepared and gracefully served by our pleas­ 
ant apron-clad waitress. The bill for our 
party of six, with four cocktails and a $5.00 
bottle of wine was an astoundingly low 
$42.00, excluding tax and tip. Truly the 
American Dream. 
I he Cape and Derby R estaurant is located 
in the Astoria Hotel on M ain Street in 
Rosendale. It serves dinner from 5:00 every 
day but Monday, and Sunday brunch from 
11:00. Reservations helpful but not neces­ 
sary.

I he new C ape and Derby Restaurant at 
the Astoria Hotel in Rosendale is my idea 
of an American diner’s dream. The food is 
fresh and gracefully served, the atmosphere 
cheery and cozy. 


Good food at The Astoria is nothing new. 
I here has been a fine menu here for over 
a year. The proprietor is William J. Guldy 
Jr., the ardent Yankee fan, whose picture as 
Superfan recently appeared in the center­ 
fold of a celebrated New York City daily. 
Billy, as he is known to the many regulars, 
has always striven, since his first estab­ 
lishment, The Well in Rosendale, to serve 
a fine bill of fare to his patrons. 


Under the masterm inding of 
Patricia 
Brody, I he ( ape and Derby has bloomed 
into a marvelous dining establishm ent. The 
Astoria is a Rock ‘n Roll bar, which for a 


while, in spite of the good food, was enough 
of a deterrant to keep many people un­ 
initiated to the joys of Patricia’s cuisine. 


Now with the new dining room, the noisier 
part of the bar has been successfully in­ 
sulated for the serious diner. Patricia has 
designed the room to be soft and cozy. The 
raw wood panelling runs halfway up the 
beige-colored walls and surrounds the diner 
with a warm feeling. The large print cafe 
curtains finish it off with a cheery touch. 
Fresh-cut flowers, at least when I was there, 
were in abdundance. 
The best part is yet to come — those 
prices. I he menu consists of some interest­ 
ing salads and sandwiches and, on the night 
of our visit, four dinner entrees.

espite his nationally publi­ 
cized sle u th in g capers 
against religious cults — 
and despite a faint re­ 
se m b lan ce to B arnaby 
Jones — Galen G. Kelly 
looks more like a public accountant than a 
private investigator. 
Except for his eyes. 
One of the nation s most experienced 
“deprogrammers” of Moon and Krishna fol­ 
lowers, Kelly is able to fix his crystal blue 
eyes into a stare that nearly impales a 
listener. 
The days of the rubber hose are gone,” 
Kelly said, leaning back in his modern 
second-floor office at 89 John St. and knit­ 
ting his large hands together in front of a 


three-piece pinstripe suit. 
Today’s private eye simply confronts his 
subject with the facts of a case and tries to 
reason with him — “ more like interviewing 
than interrogation,” Kelly said. 
Although headquartered in Kingston for 
nearly three years, Kelly’s business takes 
him all over the country, principally for 
industrial security investigations and poly­ 
graph work now that he is less active in 
deprogramming. 
In one of his last anti-cult capers, Kelly and 
some associates abducted a female Hare 
Krishna devotee from the streets of New 
N ork and subjected her to deprogramming at 
her mother’s request. 
The girl later returned to the sect and 
charged Kelly and her mother with kidnap­ 
ing. A Queens grand jury ignored those 
charges and instead indicted the sect, but a 
State Supreme Court judge threw the whole 
case out of court, supporting the Krishnas’ 
freedom of religion. 
“ It was kinda crazy,” Kelly said. 
Publicity in Time magazine and on ABC- 
I V about that case, and Header’s Digest 
accounts about his involvement in the Chris 
Edwards deprogramming case in California 
early last year, have clearly blown Kelly’s 
cover as a secret operative. 
“Confidentiality isn’t all that important,” 
he shrugged. “ In one case (involving the Sun 
Myung Moon sect) where I was well known, 
I was a much more credible person.” 
His investigative work on the sects is now 
more general in nature — no more kidnaping 
or deprog-amming — but Kelly thought he 
could deal a deadlier blow to the cults with 
his big-picture analyses of them. 
His general cult work is in demand by 
‘several clients 
— at least one a national 
group, although unnamed — who are "in­ 
terested in those organizations strictly for 
informational purposes,” Kelly said. 
I'he methods of deprogramming, he said, 
shouldn’t be controversial: "You just talk to 
the subject, and, after a short perij>d of time 
— usually a matter of hours — you get him 
to the point where he’s willing to listen. Then 
you take him toother people 
theologians, 
psychiatrists, medical doctors.” 
These days, Kelly is more likely to be using 
his low-key approach and deep blue stare on 
a business executive in a foundering com­ 
pany or on a criminal defendant whose 
attorney wants to know the truth.

Private investigators are called into busi­ 
ness cases where something may be afoul but 
not in a clear-cut way that public law 
enforcement can investigate. 
For example, Kelly said, a brokerage house 
may be 
missing certain securities that 
haven’t shown up on the black market. 
“ Brokerage houses hire people whose sole 
job is to process paper from one side of the 
desk to the other. And the job has to be done 
last. Under that type of pressure a person 
may hide work in a desk drawer, hoping to 
get to it tomorrow but never getting to it. 
Finally, he just throws it away in one clean 
sweep.” 
Kelly’s job is to find out what happened, 
mavl)e recoup the securities, or mavbe in­ 
tercede with an insurance company to get 
reimbursement. 
He also does a large share of polygraph 
work for county law enforcement agencies, 
and he is expanding into the area of legal 
defense investigations, an area into which 
New York State is allocating more and more 
money. 
“ If the defendant didn’t commit the crime, 
somebody else did. The best defense is to 
find out who really did it,” Kelly said. 
Although only 30, Kelly has a decade of 
investigative 
and 
law 
enforcement 
ex­ 
perience, dating back to a part-time police 
job in Bergen County, N.J., when he was a 
student at Bloomfield State College. 
He later worked for several large security 
outfits in the metropolitan area before get­ 
ting an individual license and hanging out 
his own shingle. 
Among his industrial busts were a $100,(XX) 
General Motors theft and a $300,000 deerskin 
heist, the latter in Gloversville, N.Y. 
Although he wasn’t aware of the Moon 
theological seminary just across the river in 
Barrytown when he moved to Kingston, 
Kelly knows about it now, 
“ I get a lot of harassment — death threats, 
obscene literature, false police reports, my 
kids getting followed to school.” 
His son received a letter from the Krishna 
sect, Kelly said, that showed a lion god 
tearing the entrails from a human dis­ 
believer. 
"T h at’s obscene,” Kelly said. 
On a wall behind Kelly’s desk is a sword 
from his days in military high school. He said 
he also carries a gun — "sometimes.”

The Little Peanut Makes It Big! 


This country is nutty about 
peanuts. Eighty-five out of 100 
homemakers serve peanut butter. 
The average American eats 8 pounds 
of peanuts in some form each year. 
And now, the peanut has entered 
politics and won! 
Campaign workers traveling with 
candidate Carter called themselves 
“The Peanut Brigade.” 
A huge, 40-foot-long peanut balloon 
was one of the highlights of C arter’s 
inaugural parade. 
Peanuts are one of the world’s 
oldest foods. 
They were first discovered growing 
in South America by Spanish 
explorers. 
The explorers took the peanuts to 
Spain and planted them. 
They took the peanuts to Africa 
and traded them for elephant tusks 
and spices. 
African slaves brought peanuts or 
“goobers” to this country. 
At first, Americans didn’t like 
peanuts much. They thought of them 
as food for the poor. 
During the Civil War, soldiers 
started carrying “goobers” around in 
their pockets as snacks. 
* Traveling circuses carried the f&sty 
news of roasted peanuts to the 
countryside. Peanuts became popular 
at baseball games. 
In 1890, a St. Louis, Missouri, 
doctor discovered peanut butter. 
The black scientist, George 
Washington Carver, came up with 
over 300 ways to use the peanut. He 
convinced farmers they could make 
money raising peanuts. 
One farm er who has made money 
from peanuts is Jimmy Carter. 
The power of the peanut has 
spread all the way to the White 
House. 


How Peanuts Grow 
1. A flower blossoms. 
2. The flower drops off. 
At the base of each 
flower, a stalk -lik e 
stem , called a peg, 
forms. 
3. The peg pushes into 
the ground. 
4. The peg tip begins to 
bulge and force the pod. 
The peanut is not a part 
of the roots.

Two years ago, Bufalino brought the group 
up to show? off their talents at SUN Y, but she 
felt the need to do more — to keep a real 
record of each man’s life and talents. Last 
month, the National Endowment for the 
Arts, through Ulster County Council for the 
Arts, awarded a grant that has enabled the 
Copasetics to spend the coming week in New

will be a two-hour documentary that can be 
distributed to libraries, colleges, television, 
and archives all over the world. 


To culminate their week in the Hudson 
Valley, The Copasetics will give two per­ 
formances: Saturday, May 7, at the Main 
Building Auditorium at SUNY, New Paltz, 
8 p.m.; and Sunday, May 8, at the Academy 
Theatre, New Paltz, 3 p.m. For the per­

and Albert Gibson. Music will be provided 
by Milt Larkin on trombone, Dwike Mitchell 
on piano, and "Ditto” Herrar Edwards on 
drums. 
Most of these men have been together since 
1949, when they formed a club to honor the 
memory of Bill Robinson, fondly remem­ 
bered as “Bo Jangles” — the highest-paid 
black tap dancer at the time, the man who 
danced with Shirley Temple in all her 
movies, and the man who made the “stair 
dance” famous. 
"Copasetic,” Cookie explains, “is a word 
Robinson made up. It means, ‘everything’s 
alright, everything’s O.K.’ “ 
And it is. Tap dancing looks better than 
ever.

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You just have to give her a chance. You 
have to listen to her and watch her and you 
will see that she loves what she is doing. 
How many people love their jobs in these 
modern times? 
If she lived in a previous life, Hali Ham­ 
mer was probably a wandering minstrel. 
The unusual name is her real name. She 
hasn’t been up this way too long. When I 
first met her, she said she was a singer and 
played a guitar. 
Well, folks like that are a dime a dozen. 
From New Paltz to Woodstock you can see 
dozens of people carrying guitars, and they 
claim they can sing. 
Hali can sing. Hali is a Hebrew name and 
it’s a nice name and it fits this young lady 
well. She is in her twenties and has been 
pulling the strings of a guitar for about 
twelve years. She played on Long Island 
and now she is invading this area and we 
are lucky to be invaded. She plays Dylan 
stuff and Baez stuff and Hali Hammer stuff. 


It would be unfair to say she sounds like 
Joan Baez. I am friendly with both Joan 
and Hali. They are two different people. 
Baez is part Mexican and part Scottish and 
was born on Staten Island. Hali is from the 
Long Island and is making us cross bridges 
to hear and see her perform. 
She is not an amateur. She doesn’t take 
forever to warm up like some inferior musi­ 
cians do. If a waitress drops a glass or a 
drunk gives a yell, she can handle the 
situation. She places her left hand across 
the neck of her Gibson guitar and she goes 
on and on. 
She’ll play at the drop of a hat. Countless 
times I have brought friends into her apart­ 
ment and Hali will pick up her “ax” and 
go to it. She might start off with a song that 
Judy Collins sings, about a young man who 
travels around and likes the rodeo. It’s 
called “Some Day Soon.” I take responsi­ 
bility for her picking it up. I asked her if she 
could learn it.

Book Reviews 
‘The Eagle’ Bombs 


Adventure-suspense films 
seem to be the iatest trend in 
escapist fare,

“Black 
Sunday,” 
directed by John Frank- 
enheimer and “The Eagle Has 
Landed,” directed by John 
Sturges. Both of these men are 
known for their action films, 
f rankenheimer for "The Manchurian Can­ 
didate and “Seven Days in May,” Sturges 
for "The Great Escape” and “The Magnif­ 
icent Seven,” among others. Neither, how­ 
ever, has made a successful film in over 10 
years and, unfortunately, between them they 
have given us less than half a good film in 
their two latest ventures. 
The less-than-half a good movie is the last 


hour of the 21:2-hour “Black Sunday.” It is 
the terrific, fast-paced climax of a fic­ 
tionalized 
Palestinian 
Black 
September 
organization’s attempt to kill 80,000 spec­ 
tators (including the President of the United 
States) at a Superbowl football game. 
With its rapid-fire editing and flashy cam­ 
era movements, this part of the film is classic 
Frankenheimer, but we have to sit through 
112 hours of meandering expository material, 
the first half of which is mostly incom­ 
prehensible, to get to it. Add to this the fact 
that, though Robert Shaw, Bruce Dern, and 
Marthe Keller perform commendably, they 
are all essentially assassins, whether Israeli 
(Shaw), Palestinian (Keller), or American 
(Dern). 
After an unengaging beginning and middle, 
the end of “Black Sunday” is like a shot of 
adrenalin, raising your pulse for a while but 
soon wearing off, leaving little permanent 
impression. Soon after leaving the theater, 
one realizes that, taken as a whole, “Black 
Sunday” is just not the good and exciting 
film it might have been. 
This is more than can be said for “The 
Eagle Has Landed,” which never seems to 
have gotten off the ground. This story of a 
German attempt to kidnap or kill Winston 
Churchill during World War II has been 


ineptly directed by John Sturges. The pace 
is sluggish and there is almost no action for 
two-thirds of the film. 


Even then, it is poorly staged, as Sturges 
tastelessly tries to mix comedy and killing in 
the form of Larry Hagman as a bumbling 
American colonel. He then finishes off the 
film with a twist ending that suddenly 
negates the reason for the entire expedition 
and completely pulls the rug out from under 
what movie there was. 


The casting is abominable. An American 
actor playing an Irishman speaks English 
with an accent (Donald Sutherland, who 
does little but smile dumbly throughout). 
Another American actor playing a German 
speaks English with a German accent (Rob­ 
ert Duvall), and three British actors playing 
Germans speak English with their British 
accents (Michael Caine, Anthony Quayle 
and Donald Pleasence). 
In addition, there is some of the worst 
location photography that I have seen in an 
action film in several years. It is no wonder 
Columbia Pictures decided to dump this film 
directly on the neighborhood theaters with 
little advance publicity. The amazing thing 
is that, seeing what they had, they decided 
to release “The Eagle Has Landed” at all.

Nielsen Co., report on 
“ N ielsen T ele v isio n 
1977” makes them ap­ 
pear logical, which does 
not mean they are true. 
One of the findings in 
the report was that situ­ 
ation comedies are the 
most popular network 
program type. This was 
no surprise for ABC’s 
m aster programer Fred 
S ilv e rm a n , w ho has 
chosen

comedy 
shows as new entries in 
the 
1977-78 television 
season th at opens this 
fall. 
T h e le a s t p o p u la r 


form, 
incidentally, 
is 
the variety show — the 
format that all three 
networks have struggled 
with unsuccessful^ in 
recent years. 
Tony Randall, with its 
decent but not gaudy 
ratings, might get a new 
lift in the CBS lineup of 
comedies, 
headed 
by 
the very successful “ M- 
A-S-H,” but also con­ 
taining some geriatric 
sitcoms that may be 
past their prime time. 
“ B io n ic W o m a n ” 
presents an even more 
in terestin g situ a tio n . 
The Nielsen ratings of 
the most popular tele­ 
vision 
shows 
change 
weekly, but the com­ 
pany made up a list of 
those with the highest 
overall ratings in the 
period October-Decem- 
ber, 1976. Then Nielsen 
broke them down into 
groups — men, women, 
teens and children. 
“ B i o n i c W o m a n ” 
ranked seventh in total 
U.S. television house­ 


holds, which is an ex­ 
cellent rating. “The Six 
Million 
Dollar 
M an’’ 
finished tenth. 
“ Bionic W oman” also 
ranked in the top ten 
among women, teen-age 
and child watchers. The 
one group in which it 
did not make the top 15 
was among men, 
al­ 
though “ The Six M il­ 
lion Dollar M an’’ was 
right 
up there. Male 
chauvinism, 
anybody? 
But then, the women 
weren’t 
buying

which wasn’t on their 
list of favorites. 
The two top shows in

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Watch the ‘Birdman’ at High Falls Fly-In 


Helicopters, kites, parachutes, hot-air balloons and 
remote-control airplanes will be among the airborne 
objects flying over High Falls’ Carlton Beach Field, 
Lucas Turnpike, at the 10th annual Fly-In on Sunday, 
May 15. 
W hat began in 1968 as a small community kite fly- 
in has become an annual, much anticipated event 
visited by hundreds of people from outlying areas. (An 
estimated 400 came last year.) 
Beginning at noon, kite flying will be the order of 
events. People are advised to bring plenty of string 
along with their kites. 
Rosendale resident Bernard Spar, New York State 
Director of the National Aerospace Education Associa­ 
tion and chairman of the event, has arranged for the 
West Point parachute team and its two coaches to 
participate. 
Pete Rooney’s hot-air balloon, “Sundance,” will be 
launched sometime during the afternoon. Industrial 
arts teacher at Highland High School and Robert 
Redford look-alike, Rooney is president of Modena's 
Sundance Balloons. 
The High Falls Boy Scouts, with scoutmaster Dick 
Staubley, are in charge of inflating balloons with 
helium for youngsters who will attach self-addressed 
postcards to the balloons, requesting that finders mail 
cards telling where, when, and under what circum­ 
stances they were discovered. These small balloons 
have been known to travel far afield. When a similar 
event was held in Delaware County, one of the cards 
returned came from Bermuda. 
Garin Sheeley of High Falls will display his almost- 
completed Birdman, the ultra-light (131 pounds) ex­ 
perimental airplane he is building. The 12-horsepower 
machine can be compared with hang gliders or snow­ 


mobiles in that its only practical application is 
“personal enjoyment.” 
Said Sheeley, "W hat is more important now than 
ever before is that this aircraft can fly for an hour on 
a gallon of gas.” 
The Fly-In will also feature helicopter demonstra­ 
tions by Ernie Kittner, operator of the Ellenville 
Airport, and a Stewart Airport-based chopper belong­ 
ing to the West Point Airline Supportive Transporta­ 
tion Service. Aero Modelers Club of America member 
Frank Tiano will fly radio-controlled model airplanes. 
While Marbletown School’s third- and fourth-grade 
classes are making posters to publicize the event, 
William Petit’s industrial arts class is optimistically 
getting ready for the big Egg Drop. They will endeavor 
to so effectively package eggs that they will survive 
without breaking from the impact of being dropped 
from a helicopter. William Wetner, doctoral candidate 
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in ornithology, is Egg Drop coordinator. 
In discussing the activity-filled day, energetic chair­ 
man Spar called the event “a chance for children of 
all ages to work and have fun together.” He said the 
Fly-In is timely now because on May 20 the world will

the 
50th 
anniversary 
of Charles 
Lindberg’s solo flight from Long Island to Paris. 
Food and drinks, including organic dried fruit and 
nuts, juices, yogurt and baked goods, will be served by 
the High Falls Food Co-op. The Boy Scouts’ Mothers 
Club will provide hot dogs and soda.
